The  Chairman  then  welcomed  the  members  of  the  Society  to  the 
meeting. 

He  then  expressed  the  regret  of  the  Society  at  the  death  during  the  year 
of  Dr.  Donald  G.  Creighton  who  had  had  a  very  long  association  with  the 
Society  and  had  contributed  greatly  to  its  work  and  undertakings. 

The  Minutes  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting  of  Members  held  on  10th  May, 
1979  were  adopted  and  approved  as  printed  and  circulated  to  members. 


EDITORIAL  REPORTS 


General  Series: 

Prof.  J.  Keith  Johnson,  the  General  Editor,  presented  the  following 
report:- 

A  number  of  regrettable  delays  have  prevented  a  volume  in  the  general 
series  from  being  published  during  the  past  year.  Progress  with  the 
printing  of  Lord  Minto’s  Canadian  Papers  Volume  I,  is  however  again 
being  made.  The  number  of  corrections  necessary  in  the  first  set  of  galley 
proofs  have  meant  that  a  second  set  of  corrected  galleys  had  to  be 
prepared,  before  proceeding  to  the  page  proof  stage. 

Work  on  Volume  II  of  Lord  Minto’s  Canadian  Papers  has  also  been 
somewhat  delayed  pending  completion  by  the  volume  editor  of  the 
footnotes  and  preface.  Professor  Stevens  has  been  urged  to  complete  this 
work  at  an  early  date. 

Dr.  Elizabeth  McDougall,  whose  volume  on  The  Records  of  the 
Glasgow  Colonial  Society  is  scheduled  to  follow  Minto  Volume  II,  has  been 
doing  further  work  on  ber  introduction  and  text  which  should  make  it  a 
better  volume  when  it  appears.  Professor  Gordon  Stewart’s  manuscript  on 
The  Great  Awakening  in  Nova  Scotia  is  on  hand  and  will  follow  Dr. 
McDougall’s  volume. 

Other  projects  previously  approved  by  council  but  which  are  as  yet 
incomplete  are:  The  journals  of  Alexander  Henry  the  Younger,  Volumes  I 
and  II,  edited  by  Dr.  Barry  Gough,  The  Reports  of  the  Reverend  William 
Duncan,  edited  by  Dr.  Morris  Zaslow  and  The  Survey  journals  of  Admiral 
Bayfield,  edited  by  Ruth  McKenzie.  One  new  project  has  been  approved  by 
the  Society  this  year,  a  volume  of  Letters  and  Memoranda  of  O  P,  Skelton, 
to  be  edited  by  Dr.  Norman  Hillmer. 


Ontario  Series: 


Dr.  P.D.W.  McCalla,  the  Ontario  Editor,  presented  the  following 
report:- 

As  this  is  my  first  report  to  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  I  should 
like  to  begin  by  saying  that  I  consider  it  a  privilege  and  an  honour  to  have 
been  asked  to  take  on  the  position  of  Ontario  Series  Editor.  A  number  of 
works  of  central  importance  to  Ontario  history  have  already  been 
approved  by  the  Society,  and  I  have  seen  my  highest  priority  as  being  to  see 
that  these  volumes  appear,  rather  than  to  propose  new  volumes  and 
topics.  I  am  particularly  grateful  also  to  my  predecessor,  Mr.  W.G.  Ormsby, 
who  has  continued  to  carry  the  work  of  seeing  the  Colonel  fohn  Prince 
diary  through  publication,  and  who  has  been  of  great  assistance  in  other 
ways  too,  by  answering  questions  and  helping  me  to  become  oriented. 

Mr.  Ormsby  tells  me  that  Alan  Douglas’s  volume  on  Colonel  John 
Prince  continues  on  its  production  schedule.  It  is  now  at  the  proof  stage 
and  should  be  published  in  the  fall  or  very  early  in  the  winter. 

I  have  had  information  and,  in  two  cases,  very  extensive  progress 
reports  from  the  following:  Colin  Read  and  Ronald  Stagg  on  The  Upper 
Canadian  Rebellion  ,  Cornelius  Jaenen  on  Ontario  during  the  French 
Regime,  Peter  Baskerville  on  The  Bank  of  Upper  Canada,  and  S.F.  Wise  on 
The  Upper  Canadian  Legislative  Debates.  I  am  still  not  sure  of  when  to 
anticipate  receiving  final  copy  on  any  of  these,  and  I  think  the  order  in 
which  the  volumes  are  published  should  depend  on  the  order  in  which  I 
receive  completed  manuscripts.  There  is  in  any  case  no  reason  to  think 
that  it  will  not  be  possible  to  maintain  a  pace  of  publishing  a  volume  every 
second  year. 

Other  ongoing  works  in  the  series  are  by  Richard  Reid  on  The  Upper 
Ottawa  Valley  and  Daniel  Brock  on  London,  1791-1848. 

Membership  Report: 

The  Honorary  Secretary,  Mr.  P.S.  Osier  stated  that  after  taking  account 
of  changes  during  the  year,  there  are  presently  1211  out  of  an  authorized 
maximum  of  1250  members.  He  explained  various  reasons  why  it  may 
seem  desirable  to  increase  the  authorized  membership,  including  the 
desirability  of  making  the  Society's  publications  available  to  a  wider  group 
and  as  a  means  of  offsetting  the  increase  in  publication  costs. 

On  MOTION  duly  SECONDED  and  CARRIED,  it  was  RESOLVED 
that  the  maximum  authorized  membership  be  increased  from  1250  to 
1350.
